Plans are underway for the 
Tragically Hip to headline a 
summer concert at Buder's 
Barracks in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

Jared Picher, manager of 
local Parks Canada historic 
sites, including Butler's 
Barracks, says he can't say 
'TOO per cent" that the concert 
will be staged as planned, but 
he is doing everything he can 
to make it happen. 

Although town councillors 
are struggling with the logis¬ 
tics of up to 20,000 people 
arriving on the Commons and 
the impact on surrounding 
residents and businesses, the 
California production com¬ 
pany planning the event has 
so far only asked for—and 
been granted—an extension 
to the town's 10 p.m. noise 

AEG Live is scheduling five 
bands beginning 3:30 p.m. 
Saturday, June 30, with the 
Tragically Hip performing, 
accompanied by a light show, 
at the end of the evening.

Buses will roll April 2, 
the fledgling transit service 
having received the final 
nod needed from council¬ 
lors Monday for the imple¬ 
mentation of the first phase 
of public transportation in 


Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Although the cost of the 
system is expected to be 
about $320,000, revenue 
and gas tax funding from 
the province is expected to 
reduce the cost to about 
$62,000. 

But some councillors 
seemed more worried 
about the future of the 
community shuttle, a com¬ 
pletely separate service, 
and whether residents will 
understand difference 
between the two. 

Councillor Terry Flynn 
said at Monday's council 
meeting that he is con¬ 
cerned about the market¬ 
ing of the transit system— 
he fears that rather than 
embracing the limited

public system, residents 
will blame the Town if the 
community shuttle, which 
is still offering door-to- 
door service, disappears. 

"I'm real, real, real con¬ 
cerned about this," said 
Flynn. 

“I can see the headlines. 
‘The Town took the com¬ 
munity shuttle away from 
us in favour of this transit 

The town, he said, “will 
take the hit.” 

He wanted assurance 
that the Town will be able 
to market public transit so 
residents understand there 


are two separate systems. 

“How do we get the mes¬ 
sage to residents who say 
‘why did you take our 
blessed community shuttle 
service away? 1 ” 

If there is confusion, it is 
at least partly because the 
same local business people 
are behind both the pri¬ 
vately-operated but town- 
subsidized community 
shuttle, and the public ser¬ 
vice being rolled out. 

David Mole and his fam¬ 
ily, owners of Niagara 
Classic Transport, and 
Casey McNab of Ontario 
Patient Transfer, partnered 
to operate the community 
shuttle, and have also won 
the bid to run the NOTL 
Transit system. 

If the community shuttle 
doesn’t continue, council¬ 
lors fear residents who live 
off the grid won’t be able to 
access the public service 
that will provide shuttle¬ 
sized buses to travel a con¬ 
tinuous loop from the Old 
Town through Virgil to 
Glendale, at $3 a ride. 

Ewald Kuczera, director 
of public works, assured 
council there are several 
private taxi services that 
will continue to provide 
rides to residents in 


Queenston, St. Davids and 
outlying areas, giving them 
access to the public ser¬ 
vice—and that although 
the community shuttle has 
been subsidized by the 
Town and other business¬ 
es, it is really just another 
private taxi service. 

Mole says he is commit¬ 
ted to the continued oper¬ 
ation of the community 
shuttle—it won’t shut 
down the day the public 
buses start running. 

But what exactly the 
community shuttle service 
will look like is yet to be 
determined, and requires 
input from the Town, he 

“We have been commit¬ 
ted to it and continue to be 
committed to it,” said 
Mole. 

“Now we have to sit 
down and talk about how 
it’s going to work with the 
new transit system. We 
have given our word from 
day one that the commu¬ 
nity shuttle will continue. 
We just have to talk about 
how best it can be part of a 
very exciting first phase in 
public transit, and what 
the next phase of the com¬ 
munity shuttle will look 
like.”

Councillors also asked 
for a process in place so 
that residents who qualify 
for a disability subsidy 
don't have to pay full fare 
and then seek a rebate, and 
how those who don't qual¬ 
ify but might need help 
accessing die transit sys¬ 
tem could receive that 
assistance. They were 
assured those specifics will 
be worked out. 

Other details discussed 
at council concerned bus 
stops—there will be some 
signed stops in the Old 
Town and Virgil, and 
flagged stops will also be 
allowed, said Kuczera, to 
encourage ridership. 

Kuczera also addressed 
bus shelters—he said there 
is nothing budgeted to 
construct shelters, and at 
this point doesn't think 
there will be a need for 
them. There will be shelter 
from bad weather available 
at the Court House, the 
Community Centre and at 
Niagara College, he said. 

But as far as signs, stops 
and shelters in the future, 
the service will continue to 
be monitored and if there 
is a need for them they 
could be included in the 
2013 budget.

A local couple is 
staying with family in 
St. Catharines after 
their Lansdowne 
Avenue home suffered 
extensive fire damage 
over the weekend. 

At about 5 p.m. 
Saturday, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake firefighters 
were called to the 
home, and found 
heavy flames coming 
from the main 
entrance. The fire had 
spread from the main 


floor to the second 
storey of the home. 

Members of the 
family were home at 
the time, but managed 
to escape without 

Neighbours watched 
helplessly as 25 fire¬ 
fighters from the Old 
Town, Virgil and St. 
Davids were on the 
scene and managed to 
contain the fire. 

Police, paramedics 
and NOTL Hydro 
employess were also 
on hand, with fire¬ 
fighting operations 
ending at about 7:30 
p.m., and the scene 
cleared by 9:45. 

The cause of the fire 
had not been deter¬ 
mined by press time.

Paul Bose Sr. has 
received many awards for 
specific achievements in 
his career. 

The Queen Elizabeth 
II’s Diamond Jubilee 
medal the 76-year-old 
winemaker received last 
week is for a body of 
achievements of pioneer¬ 
ing grape-growing and 


wine making that began 
about 50 years ago, and 
that continue to this day. 

“I’m very honoured, of 
course, and very, very 
pleased and excited 
about this recognition," 
said Bose. 

"I have no words to 
express how honoured I 
am, especially to receive 
this particular medal. 
There were so many very 
important people around 
me receiving the same 
medal. It felt great to be 
in such good company." 

Bose, a fifth genera¬ 
tion grape grower, came 
to Canada from French 
Algiers in 1963. At this 
stage of his life, he spends 
some of the winter in 
warmer climates, but 
when he is here, he is in 
the vineyards every day, 


says Michele Bose, his 
daughter-in-law and 
head of marketing for 
Chateau des Charmes 
Winery on York Road. 

While Bose himself is 
humble about recogni¬ 
tion and a little on the 
shy side about talking of 
his accomplishments, 
Michele has no such 
problem detailing his 
decades of contributions 
to the local wine indus¬ 
try. 

When he arrived in 
Canada, he brought with 
him the conviction that 
the best winemaker is 
one who grows his own 
grapes. That was the 
estate model in Europe, 
and what he hoped to 
recreate here, she says

in Niagara, you have to 
have vineyards, says 
Michele—his model has 
become law. 

Of his many “firsts” in 
Niagara was the planting 


of certain varieties in his 
60 acres on Four Mile 
Creek Road at Line 7, she 

The chateau-style win¬ 
ery on York Road, which 
opened in 1994, was the 
first winery building 
designed and construct¬ 
ed to welcome tourists. 

“He is a visionary,” 
says Michele, “and a man 
of many firsts. He was the 
first to use wind machines 
in the vineyards. Now 
they’re everywhere. He 
continues to pioneer viti¬ 
culture research that 
could change the wine 
industry forever.” 

Bose is excited about 
his research over the 
course of the last 12 to 15 
years that is about to 
come to fruition—the 
creation of about 600 


varieties of grapes 
through the crossing of 
viniferas to produce some 
that are particularly well- 
suited to our climate. 

Most have been elimi¬ 
nated, with about 25 that 
he has taken a closer look 
at as possibles. 

He hopes in about six 
months to be able to 
announce some success¬ 
ful results. 

"Hopefully we will 
have something good on 
hand,” he says, "some 
that can be grown in the 
Niagara Peninsula. We 
have to wait to see if they 
make great wine, and 
we’ll know that very soon.

Transit system will present learning curve 


It's exciting to think that in less 
than two months, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake will have its own transit system. 
Shuttle-sized buses with a town logo 
will begin rolling down NOTL streets, 
carrying residents—hopefully lots of 
them—from the Old Town to Virgil so 
they can do their shopping or bank¬ 
ing, see their doctor, maybe get their 
hair done at one of the salons or stop 
in to see our local barber. 

Some, likely students, may take the 
bus to Glendale to attend Niagara 
College or maybe even to connect 
with a bus that will take them to Brock 
University. 

Maybe the days of parents having 
to buy their post-secondary school- 
aged students their own transporta¬ 
tion are over—sorry kids! 

We hope the system will be well- 
used, that those who pleaded with the 
town for public transportation will be 
able to access the routes that are, by 
necessity, somewhat limited, or at 
least be able to get a ride or a taxi to a 
point where they can pick up a bus. 

We know that the two businesses 
that have merged to form NOTL 
Transit know how to transport peo¬ 


ple, and that the Town will work with 
them to provide as positive experi¬ 
ence as possible. 

We also have to understand this is 
a fledgling system that will have to be 
flexible, and that will evolve over 
time, responding to the needs of the 
community. 

Although the door-to-door com¬ 
munity shuttle is a completely sepa¬ 
rate entity and not at this point subsi¬ 
dized by the town, we foresee it oper¬ 
ating in partnership with the town in 
the future, another arm of a growing 
transit system. 

Our transit system will be subsi¬ 
dized by the provincial gas tax, a rev¬ 
enue source that the town has been 
unable to access until now. It seems 
that when the gas tax is combined 
with other revenue sources, the pub¬ 
licly funded system in its first phase 
will cost NOTL taxpayers less than 
$10 a household. That's not a lot to 
ask for the independence of those 
who don't drive. 

We congratulate the Town and the 
business people who have created 
this system, and look forward to writ¬ 
ing about its success.

1974 federally- 
funded report 
predicts future 
for NOTL 

I thought you might 


he interested in the 
warning in this report 
which was funded by 
the Government of 
Canada 38 years ago. 

Written by G.V. Doxey 
at York University, 
based on the interac¬ 
tion between residents 
and visitors, the aim 
was to avoid critical 
problems of tourism in 
the future. 

I found it very 
insightful and helpful 
in light of today's mas¬ 
sive tourism. 

The residents of 
NOTL expressed many 
fears, including the fear 


that instead of a living 
town, NOTL would 
become a seasonal ser¬ 
vice centre for vaca¬ 
tioners. 

The report suggested 
"it would be more desir¬ 
able to expand the 
museum along with the 
restoration of buildings, 
and the preservation of 
the general character of 
the town. Transform the 
museum into a centre, 
setting out the history 
of the Niagara 
Peninsula and its 
importance in the 
development of Canada 
and which could 


become a starting point 
for the tourist to do his 
own explorations in the 
wider township area. 
The visitor will then be 
drawn to a unique 
example of how one of 
Ontario's oldest com¬ 
munities lived." 

The survey bears out 
the fact that "there is a 
danger that NOTL can 
become an extension of 
Niagara Falls—losing its 
own identity." 

How prophetic.

The event will be held 
on Parks Canada property, 
with full support of the fed¬ 
eral government agency, 
says Jared Picher, manager 
of historic sites for this 
neck of the woods. 

He began working with 
the production company 
in October, and at that time 
approached the Town, 
which has also been on the 
project since then, helping 
to arrange for the neces¬ 
sary permits. The Chamber 
of Commerce was also put 
in the picture early on, and 


is supportive, he says. 

Parks Canada is part of 
this community, says 
Picher, and will be here 
long after the concert is 
over. His goal is to ensure 
that this event has the sup¬ 
port of the community. 

Can he say that he is 100 
per cent sure the Tragically 
Hip will be here to enter¬ 
tain June 30? 

He won't go that far, but 
he hopes it will happen, 
and is doing everything he 
can to make sure it hap¬ 
pens. He's excited about 
the demographics the 
bands will attract—quite a 
different crowd than is usu¬ 
ally drawn to historic sites. 
The concert will be good 
for Parks Canada and the 
town, possibly for years to 
come, he says. 

It may be the beginning 
of a partnership that will 
bring great music to NOTL 
for years to come.

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Developer offers compromise, council gives okay to new subdivision 


Changes to site 
plan offer

A compromise between 
residents and builder may 
not be exactly the desired 
outcome, but council has 
given the final go-ahead to 
Bradfield Estates, a devel¬ 
opment of single-family 
homes and townhouses on 

After residents of Oak 
Meadows, the neighbour¬ 
ing subdivision, came to 
the planning committee 
meeting last week with a 
list of their objections, Bice 


Builders went back to the 
drawing board and came 
up with some concessions. 

A revised site plan was 
before council Monday 
with some changes to the 
two comer lots, which were 
causing some concern to 
the residents on Copper 
Beech Boulevard. 

One lot was made larger 
and the house set further 
back to be more consistent 
with the neighbouring 
property on the corner of 
Copper Beech. 

In addition, two lots in 
the new subdivision had 
the orientation of the 
homes changed so that 
they would be facing 
Copper Beech, the side 
yards bordering the side 
yard of the other comer 
house on Copper Beech. 

Both revisions were 
designed for "an improved 
transition” between the 
existing homes and the 


new subdivision. 

One resident was still 
hoping for an evergreen 
border buffering the two 
rows of houses, but the 
developer said he has done 


everything he is willing to 
do to compromise with 
neighbours—plantingtrees 
will be left up to the home 
owners.

$7,500. 

Quartek is proposing 
that once the background 
research on the property 
has been completed, a 
design workshop will he 
held, with a final report 
presented to council in 
nine weeks from the start 
of the project. 


In the meantime, Lloyd 
Redikop and Ziggy Wiens, 
who sold the Line 2 prop¬ 
erty to the school board 
as the site of Crossroads 
Public School, have pur¬ 
chased the Virgil proper¬ 
ty, which is now zoned 
for institutional use.

Monday, but with some 
members of council 
absent decided to leave it 
for the next council meet¬ 
ing. 

“I think it’s an impor¬ 
tant discussion that war¬ 
rants full council’s atten¬ 
tion," said Mazza. 

"Whether it goes ahead 
or dies on the table I want 
the full input from coun¬ 
cil. I think this issue mer¬ 
its full discussion."

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One of top scams targeted local company, Saskatchewan resident 


Suspicion saves 
^ target from 
becoming victim 


The scam was being car¬ 
ried out in a small town on 
the other side of the country, 
but it involved an innocent 
Niagara-on-the-Lake com¬ 
pany. 

John Landry lives in 
Govan, Saskatchewan, a 
town of less than 300 people, 
and had some land he want¬ 
ed to sell. 

He thought he had found 


an interested buyer, and was 
waiting anxiously to receive 
a cheque for $11,000. 

But when it came, deliv¬ 
ered by Express Post, there 
was a cheque from a com¬ 
pany here in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake made out for 
$32,975. 

So he called the purchas¬ 
er, and was asked to send a 
refund for the difference of 
almost $22,000 as soon as 
the cheque cleared. 

Thinking something 
wasn’t right, he called the 
company in NOTL that had 


to the book-keeper, who said 
he had indeed signed that 
cheque but it wasn’t made 
out to Landry and it certain-

ly wasn’t for land in 
Saskatchewan - the payee 
was another company his 
company did business with. 

Landry, realizing he was 
in the middle of a scam, 
called the Niagara Regional 
Police several times, but was 
told to report it to the 
RCMP. 

He was surprised and 
frustrated that the NRP 
wasn’t interested in investi¬ 
gating, he said. 

“We’re always encour¬ 
aged as citizens to report 
anything like this, and here I 
was trying to do the right 
thing and they weren’t inter¬ 
ested. I'm sure I wasn’t the 
only one to be scammed.” 

He called the RCMP, and 
Mountie came 
:o pick up the evidence—to 
pass it on to the NRP to 
investigate here, he was 


been stolen from the post, 
he was told. 

“He said it was so profes¬ 
sional you couldn’t see it 
without the light, that the 
person who sent it is some¬ 
body who knows what he is 

It took him four days of 
phone calls to get somebody 
to pay attention, he said, and 
during that time he called 
the Advance because he 
wanted the local paper to 
warn their readers and their 
local businesses that such a 
scam was taking place here. 

“I was worried about the 
people who might have lost 
money in that time,” he 

Landry says he also wor¬ 
ries about small business, 
and since he had the oppor¬ 
tunity to visit Niagara a cou¬ 
ple of years ago, thought 
those in small communities 
should look out for each 
other. 

Det. Sgt. Paul Spiridi of 
the NRP said Landry was 
almost the victim of the 


often-successful “overpay¬ 
ment scam.” Most often it 
involves something for sale 
that’s posted on the inter¬ 
net-land, a car, a TV, or 
even something to rent. 

Someone posing as an 
interested buyer will send 
an altered cheque, one that 
could have been stolen at 
any point after it was mailed, 
for an amount above what 
was agreed upon. When 
contacted, the buyer will say 
it was an error, and to refund 
the difference, usually 
through Western Union. 

In Landry's case, he was 
given details of a Bank of 
China account to deposit the 
difference. 

The scam is so often suc¬ 
cessful because the seller is 
anxious to complete the 
transaction and get his 
money, and may see no 
harm in following instruc¬ 
tions—especially when told 
to wait until the cheque 
clears, says Spiridi. 

But eventually the bank 
will discover it’s fraudulent. 


"The bank would have 
held him (Landry) responsi¬ 
ble. It’s lucky he didn’t fall 
for it. This is one of the top 

Spiridi says although the 
cheque was from a NOTL 
company, it could have been 
stolen anywhere in transit, 
and it would be “highly 
unlikely” that the person on 
this end of the fraud is from 
Niagara. 

The investigation has to 
begin in Saskatchewan, he 
said, although the RCMP 
may be in touch with the 
NRP. 

The perpetrator is likely 
one of a highly organized 
group, using pay-as-you-go 
or fraudulently purchased 
cell phones. 

The company in NOTL 
would likely not have found 
out about it until their cus¬ 
tomer notified them that 
payment had not been 
received, he said.

Convenience store to be 
added to Virgil gas bar

Local businessman Bob Gale 
hopes to see building begin on 
Bob’s Fast and Fresh, a conve¬ 
nience store at his Virgil gas bar. 

Family owned and operated for 
more than four decades, two of 
Gale’s 16 gas bars are in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake—one in St. Davids, 
the other the busy intersection at 
Four Mile Creek Road and Niagara 
Stone Road. 

In recent years, Gale took over 
two gas stations that had conve¬ 
nience stores, and discovered he 
likes them—they make money. He 
hopes to build one in Virgil. 

“We wouldn’t be spending the 
money if I didn't think it would 
make money for us," he said. 

He ran into a snag when the 
Region, asked to comment on the 
project, suggested the entrance 
from Niagara Stone Road nearest 
the intersection be closed for safe¬ 
ty reasons. 

But the Region has no record of 
any collision that involves his 
driveway during the 30 years the 
gas bar has been there, says Gale. 

His objection over the driveway 
closure was left to town council to 
decide, and councillors first agreed 
with him. 

But at Monday's council meet¬ 
ing, when it came up for ratifica¬ 
tion, Councillor Dennis Dick said 
he'd like to see that driveway be an 
entrance only, with no exit into the 
busy intersection, and got the sup¬ 
port of council. 

Gale will be permitted to build 
his 150-square metre convenience 
store and continue to have the two 
driveways on Niagara Stone Road, 
with two entrances and one exit. 

One of the driveways on Creek 
Road will close, however, to accom¬ 
modate the store. 

With a waiting time for an 
appeal, it could be a year before 
construction begins, says Gale. 

“It will be your traditional con¬ 
venience store, and we’ll be doing 
some work on the pumps as well, 
modernizing them,” he says.
